From tho train which arrived

Saturday ovening thoro stopped a

broad shouldered

wifjj 
Matia 
Schmidt who had left bim 
somo 
weoks before and 
bo 
understood 
that she 
was 
living 
in Douglas 
with another man 
After half an 
hours search be found his wifo in 
a restaurant 
whore 
sho 
was 
cm 
played as a cook 
They had somo 
words aftor 
hor 
refusing 
to go 
with him back to Clifton 
Diiring 
Sunday 
and 
tho 
early 
part 
of 
Monday Schmidt who was 
drink- 
ing

About 0 oclock 
on Monday ovening

At tho first shot Whitney fell with 
a ball through the

bone nt the next shot Stowart fell

groin 
shattering 
his 
hip 
bone 
causing 
a 
dangerous 
wound 
Schmidt 
who was then acting like 
an insano man rushed back to the 
out house

first victim 
That Schmidt contemplated
